THE WOMEN WHO WORK. 

The Census Bureau has just issued a 
report presenting statistics of women 
at work, Women at work are here 
classified not only by ago, race nativ- 
ity, martial status, and occupation, 
but also by their relationship to the 
famines in which they live and the 
number of other breadwinners, or per¬ 
sons at work, in those families. In the 
United .Mates the number of women 
nt work as returned fej the census of 
1900 was almost five million. Most of 
the women at work were young women, 
and 2,7,6 per cent, had not reached the 
age of 21, Those figures arc in marked 
contrast with those for the mala sax, 
Ot the men 16 years of age and over 
reported as breadwinners only 12.7 
per cent, were under 21. 

In the reports of tho Twelfth Cen¬ 
sus (I960) the detailed classification 
of breadwinners with respect 1 to the 
kind of work in which they were en- 
gngrd distinguishes 308 occupations 
Women ate represented in all but 9 of 
these occupations. 

The readers may note with interest, 
and perhaps with some surprise, that 
3 females were enployed ns pilots; that 
on steam railroads 10 were employed 
ns baggagemen, 31 as bronkmen, 7 ns 
conductors, 45 as engineers and fire¬ 
men, and 20 as switchmen, yardmen, 
and flagmen; that 43 were carriage and 
hack drivers; that 6 were reported ns 
ship carpenters, and 2 as roofers and 
! slaters; that as many as 183 were re- 
I turned ns blacksmiths and 508 ns ma¬ 
chinists; that 8 were boiler' makers; 
that 31 were charcoal, coke and lime 
burners; and that 11 were well borers, 
Of course these figures have little 
economic or sociological significance 
beyond indicating that there are few 
kinds of work from which the female 
sex is absolutely debarred, either by 
nature or by Taw or custom.
